Claims 2-s3 are 
souuht to be cancelled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. 
New claims 54-139 are sought to be added. Support for new claims 54-139 is found. 
inter alia, in original claims 2-53. Support is additionally found for the nucleic acid 
ranges of claims 54-74 in the specification on page 12. lines 11-13. and page 37. lines 3- 
12: for the DSM 7214 and 8440 deposits in original claim 26: the hybridization and wash 
conditions on page 7. lines 1 8-20: and the NDP-MSH binding assay on pages 49 and 82 
of the specification. Example 3 and Figures 5. 6 and 9: and. elsewhere throughout the 
specification. These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is 
respectfully requested.
